The Library of Congress has published an 
interesting and important book for collectors 
and art lovers in the form of an illustrated 
catalogue of the etchings and engravings col¬ 
lected by the late Gardiner Greene Hubbard, 
which were presented after his death to the 
United States by Mrs. Hubbard for deposit 
in the Library of Congress as a memorial of 
her husband. All the great engravers are 
represented in the collection. The catalogue 
consists of over 500 pages. The reproduc¬ 
tions of the masterpieces in the collection are 
done by the autotype process. 

A new edition of Swan Sonnenschein’s 
well-known work, ‘‘The Best Books,” with 
its supplement. “The Reader’s Guide to Con¬ 


temporary Literature,” is at last definitely an¬ 
nounced for early publication. The first book, 
which classified and described the “best 50,- 
000” books current at that date, was pub¬ 
lished in 1887, and reprinted in an enlarged 
and improved form; and “The Reader’s 
Guide,” issued in 1895, brought the literature 
down to the end of 1894. The new work will 
contain, in a single volume all that is worth 
preserving of the two previous books, with 
additional bibliographies, references, notes 
and characterizations up to midsummer, 1905. 

Archibald Constable & Co., London, have 
published a work entitled “A Register of Na¬ 
tional Bibliography, with a selection of the 
chief bibliographical books and articles 
printed in other countries,” by William Pri- 
deaux Courtney. The work is, practically, a 
bibliography of bibliographies, in the form of 
a dictionary of subjects. It is in two octavo 
volumes, consisting of 560 pages, double- 
columned, to which is added a three-columned 
index of over seventy pages. The main en¬ 
tries are about 3500 in number, and many of 
the more important articles—such as Amer¬ 
ica, France, Germany, Shakespeare—are ex¬ 
tensively subdivided. The labor of collect¬ 
ing the materials was begun about twenty 
years ago, and for the last five years it has 
occupied the whole time of the compiler, who 
is already well known as the joint author of 
the very thorough “Bibliotheca Cornubien- 
sis,” who has been assisted in his researches 
by several coadjutors. The foreign part is 
based upon the bibliography of Henri Stein. 
The index has been prepared by Edward 
Smith, the author of “William Cobbett.” 
(2 v. viii+314; 317 p. 31s. 6d. net.) 
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The editor does not hold himself responsible for 
the views expressed in contributed articles or com¬ 
munications.

THE COPYRIGHT CONFERENCE. 

The copyright conference called by the 
Librarian of Congress to meet in New York 
at the City Club on Wednesday, May 31, at 
10:30, will be composed chiefly of two repre¬ 
sentatives from each of the organizations 
which have direct or indirect interest in copy¬ 
right revision. These associations may be 
divided into three classes: (1) Those repre¬ 
senting authors, including the American [Au¬ 
thors’] Copyright League, the National In¬ 
stitute of Arts and Letters, the American 
Dramatists’ Club, the National Academy of 
Design, etc.; (2) Those of trades concerned 
in copying, as the American Publishers’ 
Copyright League, the Music Publishers’ As¬ 
sociation, the Photographers’ Copyright 
League, the United Typothetae, the Typo¬ 
graphical Unions, etc.; (3) Those represent¬ 
ing readers, as the American Library Asso¬ 
ciation, the National Education Association, 
etc. 

As there has been no attempt to balance 
the representation from these several classes 
numerically, the conference will naturally be 
one for consultation and conciliation as be¬ 
tween differing interests rather than one in 
which conclusions on mooted points can be 
reached by majority vote. It will save much 
waste of time, and possibly of temper, if 
this is recognized from the start. 

Perhaps the most practical method of pro¬ 
cedure, accordingly, will be that each asso¬ 
ciation and interest shall state its views at the 
first sessions, which are understood to be 
purely preliminary, and that a committee shall 
then be charged to report at sessions later in 


1371 


the year a draft memorandum embodying the 
points of agreement, and stating as alternative 
propositions the points of difference. For 
instance, there may or may not be general 
agreement as to the duration of the copy¬ 
right period, while there is almost certain to 
be disagreement as between the authors and 
the typographers as to whether the United 
States shall be put in position to become 
with other civilized nations a signatory power 
in the Berne convention, or whether the 
manufacturing clause shall be continued as at 
present. Possibly at the later sessions some 
practical compromise may be reached by 
which the manufacturing clause shall be con¬ 
tinued for a stated period, at the expiration 
of which this country would be in a position 
to join with other nations on common ground. 

It may again be emphasized that copy -right 
deals with two distinct problems: (a) the 
right ( before publication) to prevent copying, 
which is a matter of common law and in its 
nature perpetual, and ( b ) the right ( after 
publication) to protect copies, which under 
the Constitution is a matter of statute and 
for a “limited period.” It is with the latter 
only that the conference will have to do, ex¬ 
cept so far as a revised statute may define 
“publication” and differentiate from it the 
speaking, performance, exhibition, or private 
printing of a copyrightable work, as essen¬ 
tially distinct from publication. Within this 
domain of statutory copyright the conference 
will have a free field, not to legislate, for that 
is the business of Congress, not to draft a 
law, for that is requested from the Copyright 
Office, but to suggest the lines on which legis¬ 
lation is desirable. On the one hand an ideal) 
law is perhaps not practicable; on the other 
hand revision is scarcely desirable unless it is. 
to be fairly comprehensive and result in a 
systematized code instead of the present con¬ 
fusing and conflicting complexity of provi¬ 
sions. 

One of the most important practical de¬ 
siderata is to do away with the present duplex 
system of registration, which is as trouble¬ 
some to the Copyright Office as it is to copy 
right proprietors. The filing of a title-page, 
in the case of books, in advance of publication, 
serves no useful purpose, and a registration 
by the deposit of the required copies is not 
only all that is necessary but would be a much 
more definite and satisfactory method than 
that now prescribed. 

The American Copyright League, at the 
special suggestion of Mr. Clemens, empha¬ 
sizes the desirability of drafting the law so 
that separate sections will apply to literary 
works, to dramas, to musical works, and to 
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works of art, a precedent established by the 
draft report of the English Copyright Com¬ 
mission of 1878. This, it is thought, will 
simplify many questions which under the 
present law are necessarily complex. 

The conference ought to result in a sub¬ 
stantial step forward in American copyright, 
especially if each class interested recognizes 
fairly and fully the differing views of other 
classes and the necessity for a fair adjust¬ 
ment of opposing views. 


THE BOOKSELLERS’ CONVENTION. 

The convention of the American Book¬ 
sellers’ Association during this week was en¬ 
couraging in the expression it gave of hope¬ 
fulness for the future. This was evidenced 
not so much in the formal discussions of 
trade subjects, in which this convention was 
not particularly strong, but in the informal 
‘‘heart-to-heart” talks with which most of 
the time of the convention was taken up. In¬ 
deed, it was this feature that made the con¬ 
vention worth while, and frequent testimony 
was given at the breaking up of the conven¬ 
tion from men who had come from great dis¬ 
tances, of the enjoyment and profit obtained 
through this intimate exchange of experi¬ 
ences and advice. There can be no doubt 
that all who were present departed with the 
feeling of an uplift, and felt inspired with a 
determination to hold together still more 
firmly in the support of the reform move¬ 
ment. 

The one depressing element of this conven¬ 
tion, as it was of that of last year, was the 
announcement of the deficit in the treasury of 
the Association; and this had its silver lining 
in the ready response of the twenty or thirty 
who were present to contribute to the best of 
each one’s ability to wipe out the debt as far 
as possible, and to put the Association on a 
comfortable financial basis. The debt, as all 
are aware, was incurred in defending the 
suit brought against the Association by the 
Macy’s. The defense thus far has been suc¬ 
cessful, and the prospects are that further ex¬ 
penses in this direction will be much lighter 
than they have been in the past, if they shall 
not become altogether unnecessary. 

As every dealer in books has benefited di¬ 
rectly from the movement out of which these 
suits have grown, it becomes a matter of 
honor as well as of duty that each dealer 
should contribute his share, be it only a mite, 
to relieve the Association of the burden of its 
cost. Each one should help to make unnec¬ 
essary the greater sacrifices of the few who 
are fully alive to the benefit derived from the 


action of the Booksellers’ Association and the 
Publishers’ Association in protecting the 
trade against those whose aim it is to dis¬ 
organize it to further their own selfish ends. 
In the measure that each individual book¬ 
seller has profited by the reform movement, 
whether he be a member of the Association 
or not, let him contribute his share to the de¬ 
fense of his rights. 


The latest decision in the Macy case, 
handed down by the Appellate Division on the 
12th inst, affirmed a decision of the Special 
Term overruling the plaintiff’s demurrer to 
the second separate defense contained in the 
answer of the American Publishers’ Associa¬ 
tion. The decision effectually declared that 
the answer of the Association that its rules 
had been amended so as to apply only to copy¬ 
right books was a valid defense. The effect of 
this decision, in short, is that when the case 
comes to trial the complaint will be dis¬ 
missed unless the plaintiffs have some right 
based on acts that relate to uncopyrighted 
books. As, in fact, they never were ag¬ 
grieved with regard to uncopyrighted books, 
the decision practically determines the ques¬ 
tion, although a trial is necessary. From the 
decision on that trial there can be an appeal 
to the Appellate Division and the Court of 
Appeals. _

can Booksellers’ Association began its first 
session at the Victoria Hotel, Broadway and 
Twenty-seventh Street, New York, in the 
morning of May 16.

Independent of these two financial reports 
a report of the Emergency Fund, taking care 
of the expenses incurred by the Association 
in defending the suits brought by Macy’s, was 
offered, showing that the total amount of in¬ 
debtedness for this case, to May 16, 1905, is 
$2261.79. 

Clarence E. Wolcott read an inspiring paper 
on the privileges and duties of the bookseller, 
and, incidentally, gave an interesting account 
of his experiences during a trip west. 

The following report was next presented 
on the litigation with Macy & Co., which was 
adopted without discussion: 

REPORT ON THE LITIGATION WITH MACY. 

“As reported at our last convention, our de¬ 
murrer to the complaint of Macy & Co. was 
sustained by the Supreme Court in Special 
Sessions. The Appellate Division reversed the 
lower court and we carried the demurrer to 
the Court of Appeals—the court of last re¬ 
sort in this State. The Court of Appeals 
broadly conceded the right of publishers and 
booksellers to co-operate as we are doing to 
maintain the price of copyrighted books, but 
denied our right to decline to sell uncopy¬ 
righted books to price-cutters. 

“Immediately on the filing of this decision, 
the reform resolutions of the Publishers’ As¬ 
sociation and of the Booksellers’ Association 
were revised so as to eliminate all reference 


to uncopyrighted books. We then filed our 
answer, pleading the facts as they existed 
after our reform resolutions had been re¬ 
vised to conform with the decision of the 
Court of Appeals. This placed us in a posi¬ 
tion to try the case on the facts, even grant¬ 
ing—for the sake of argument—the truth of 
all the facts alleged by Macy & Co., after 
having had the law decided in our favor by 
the highest court. 

“Macy & Co. then demurred to our answer, 
and made a motion in the Supreme Court to 
compel us to broaden our answer so as to 
plead the facts as they existed at the time the 
action was begun—at which time uncopy¬ 
righted books were included in the penalty 
clause. This motion was argued last fall be¬ 
fore Justice Blanchard, who gave a sweeping 
decision in our favor—overruling the de¬ 
murrer of Macy & Co. 

“The plaintiff then carried his demurrer to 
the Appellate Division, which handed down 
a decision last March sustaining the lower 
court, and granting to Macy & Co. the privi¬ 
lege of withdrawing their demurrer on pay¬ 
ment of costs in the Appellate Division and in 
the lower court. Macy & Co. then petitioned 
the Appellate Division for privilege to carry 
their demurrer to the Court of Appeals. This 
petition was denied by the Appellate Division 
of the Supreme Court, May 12. 

“Thus, since we last met in convention, we 
have defeated Macy & Co. on every motion 
they have made. There is now nothing left for 
Macy & Co. to do but to try the case on the 
facts, in which trial many of the facts they 
have alleged will be easily disproved. But 
it should be noted that we have defeated 
them on our demurrer, which is a trial of the 
legal status of the case, in the highest courts, 
in which we have granted—for the sake of 
argument—all of the facts alleged by Macy & 
Co. Many of these facts will be disproved on 
the final trial of the case—if it ever comes to 
trial. 

“In addition to the three special motions 
mentioned above, several efforts were made 
by Macy & Co. early last spring and summer 
to get a temporary injunction from the Ap¬ 
pellate Division for the decision of the Court 
of Appeals, since it had been held unlawful 
by the Court of Appeals for us to cut off the 
supply of uncopyrighted books from a dealer 
who had cut the prices of copyrighted books. 
The Court of Appeals was willing to grant an 
injunction restraining us from withholding 
from Macy & Co. the supply of uncopyrighted 
books, but inasmuch as our reform resolution 
had been revised so as to eliminate all refer¬ 
ence to uncopyrighted books, this injunction 
was not accepted by Macy & Co., since it 
would be useless to restrain us from doing 
that which we had no intention of doing. 

“It is possible that the case will be tried, but 
it is difficult to conceive that a competent 
counsellor-at-law would advise the plaintiffs 
—even after granting, for the sake of argu¬ 
ment, all the facts alleged by them to be true 
—to try a case in which they have already 
been defeated at law.” 

The Association then discussed briefly and 
informally the relations of the bookseller to 
the librarian, regretting the unfriendly atti¬ 
tude of a number of the librarians towards 
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the booktrade. It was suggested advisable 
to make a personal canvass of these librarians 
and convince them, if necessary by submit¬ 
ting their invoices and accounts, that the 
bookseller, as a rule, is not, as has been 
claimed, charging an excessive profit on li¬ 
brary orders. This course was subsequently 
recommended by the committee appointed to 
report on the subject. 

Before recess the A. Wessels Company 
presented to each person present a copy of 
their handsome New York Calendar for 1905, 
a gift that was greatly appreciated and that 
was recognized in a vote of thanks. 

After recess the Association discussed dis¬ 
counts and the extension of the time of pro¬ 
tection on net books. A committee was ap¬ 
pointed to condense the views of the ques¬ 
tions discussed and to present the result in 
the shape of a resolution. Before the close 
of the afternoon session Mr. C. W. Burrows 
spoke on the abuse of the second-class mail 
privileges. 

THE ANNUAL DINNER. 

The annual dinner of the American Book¬ 
sellers’ Association, held on the evening of 
May 16 at the rooms of the Aldine Associa¬ 
tion, was the largest, in point of numbers, 
held in this city by the booktrade for nearly 
fifty years. About three hundred booksellers 
and stationers crowded the two large dining 
rooms and sorely taxed the facilities of the 
staff of the Aldine Association. Though the 
early part of the dinner was frequently stirred 
by the explosions of enthusiasm of the Boost 
Club, the utmost order prevailed when the 
speaking began. W. M. Palmer acted as 
chairman, and the Association and its guests 
were cordially welcomed by F. D. Lacy, on 
behalf of the Booksellers’ League: by Simon 
Brentano, on behalf of the Booksellers of 
New York; by Frank H. Dodd and Frank N. 
Doubleday, on behalf of the publishers; by 
John Hovendon, on behalf of the Brother¬ 
hood of Commercial Travellers; by W. E. 
Smith, for the L. E. Waterman Co.: and by 
William P. Christopher, on behalf of the 
Boost Club of New York. 

J. Wallace Mackey, “the human violin,” 
favcrred the company with a number of his 
ventriloquistic feats, and Charles Battell 
Loomis, author of “Cheerful Americans,” 
etc.; Henry Mayer, author of “A Trip to 
Toyland,” etc.; Joseph C. Lincoln, author of 
“Cap’n Eri,” etc., and Cass Richardson con¬ 
tributed to the entertainment of the gather¬ 
ing, which did not break up until close to 
midnight. 

The menu was inserted and formed part of 
“A Publisher’s Confession,” copies of which 
were contributed by Doubleday, Page & Co. 
The L. E. Waterman Co. most generously 
presented to each guest one of their gold- 
rimmed fountain pens, a most acceptable sou¬ 
venir of the convention. 

Every one of the details of the dinner was 
as perfect as it could be under the circum¬ 
stances, and a hearty vote of thanks was 
tendered to Charles A. Burkhardt, who, ac¬ 
cording to his associates on the Entertain¬ 
ment Committee, took upon himself the whole 
burden of making arrangements with speak¬ 
ers, securing the souvenirs, arranging the 


menu, in short, looking after every detail 
single-handed. 

The third session of the convention was 
formally opened at 11:30 a.m., on the 17th 
inst. Preliminary to the regular session there 
was a discussion by Mr. Foote, of Syracuse, 
of circulating library schemes, which brought 
out suggestions from a number of others. 
John R. Anderson spoke on the subject of 
a clearing house for miscellaneous books, as 
a solution of the perplexing problem of get¬ 
ting rid of “plugs” and remainders at fair 
prices. The regular session began with the 
report of the committee on the relations be¬ 
tween librarians and booksellers, whose rec¬ 
ommendation has already been referred to in 
the report on the discussion of the question 
during the first session. 

The Auditing Committee reported that it 
had found the accounts correct, and made 
suggestions for simplifying the methods of 
keeping the accounts, which were accepted. 

Regarding the deficit, Mr. Burrows sug¬ 
gested that a committee be appointed to can¬ 
vass the trade with a view of raising another 
emergency fund. The efforts of the commit¬ 
tee appointed last year succeeded in raising 
a fund of upwards of $1900, and this year an 
endeavor should be made to raise an amount 
well over $2500. Mr. Burrows subscribed a 
substantial amount that was promptly 
matched by a number of others. Almost 
every one present subscribed amounts rang¬ 
ing from five to one hundred dollars, and be¬ 
fore the canvass was closed $500 had been 
pledged. 

The Committee on Nominations recom¬ 
mended that the incumbent officers be re¬ 
elected, substituting the following names as 
members of the Advisory Board: W. J. C. 
Dulany & Co., of Baltimore, to succeed B. G. 
Eichelberger; and W. B. Clarke Co., of Bos¬ 
ton, to succeed the Old Corner Bookstore. 

The Committee on Resolutions submitted 
the following: 

Whereas, We the members of the American Book¬ 
sellers’ Association in fifth annual convention as¬ 
sembled, recognizing the untiring efforts of the 
American Publishers’ Association to better the condi¬ 
tions of the booktrade in the United States, now 
therefore be it 

Resolved, That we request all publishers to issue 
their new miscellaneous copyright books at such retail 
prices as will enable them to supply the books to 
retail dealers at a discount of 33 1-3 per cent. 

Resolved, That we again urge the publishers to 
extend the publication limit to two years from date 
of publication instead of one. 

'The convention then adjourned sine die. 


THE BOOKSELLER AS A REFQRMER. 

“That substantial bookseller, Mr. Humph¬ 
reys—substantial in every sense of the word 
—whose shop on the south side of Paternos¬ 
ter Row always attracted the curious by 
reason of the humorous blue chalk placards 
affixed to it,” according to the London Sta¬ 
tioners’ Trade Journal , “has now sought fresh 
woods and pastures new owing to the expiry 
of his lease. His placards were things of 
beauty in presentment and joys forever in 
respect of their contents. Our friend was in¬ 
deed an ardent reformer, and a collection of 
his opinions on men and matters would form 
interesting reading. His great forte was the 
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sale of lists of the names of Established 
Clergy holding brewery and distillery shares. 
He did not appear to like this particular 
union of Beer and the Bible. His enthusiasm 
went so far that when he took a particular 
fancy to a book he did his best to make 
everyone read it. He sold it on the under¬ 
standing that he would return the full price 
when it had been read.” 


THE PERIODICAL PUBLISHERS’ AS¬ 
SOCIATION. 

The Periodical Publishers' Association 
gave its second annual dinner at Laurel-in- 
the-Pines, at Lakewood, N. J., on the evening 
of the 12th inst. After the excellent dinner 
had been disposed of Frank N. Doubleday, 
the president of the association, welcomed the 
company with a short, happy speech. In 
closing, he introduced, as toastmaster of the 
evening, Dr. Hamilton Wright Mabie. 

George Ade, popular author and play¬ 
wright, spoke mos»t entertainingly on the 
“Business End of a Periodical, from the Au¬ 
thor’s Standpoint.” 

Dr. Lyman Abbott spoke on behalf of the 
magazines and periodicals, eloquently setting 
forth the high ideals of modern American 
periodicals. 

Melville E. Stone, general manager of the 
Associated Press of the United States, spoke 
of the art of news gathering, and paid a com¬ 
pliment to the periodical press of the country. 

Holman F. Day spoke in his humorous 
style of the troubles of the authors. 

Hon. Francis E. Leupp, the newly-ap¬ 
pointed Commissioner of Indian Affairs, who 
for many years was one of the best known 
Washington newspaper correspondents, gave 
an interesting reminiscent talk. 

Charles Battell Loomis and F. Hopkinson 
Smith also made humorous responses to 
toasts. 

On Saturday morning the members and 
guests engaged in a golf tournament on the 
links of the Lakewood Golf Club. Two hand¬ 
some cups were the prizes.

WORK OF THE AMERICAN BIBLE 
SOCIETY. 

The American Bible Society held its 
eightv-ninth annual meeting in New York, 
on May 11. The report of the Board of 
Managers shows that during its existence the 
society issued 76,272,770 publications, chiefly 
Bibles or portions of the Scriptures, in va¬ 
rious languages. Last year the total was 
1.831,096, among the output being the Amer¬ 
ican Standard Revised Bible issued last year 
for the first time by the society under an ar¬ 


rangement with Thomas Nelson & Sons. Re¬ 
ceipts in 1904 were $631,283, disbursements 
$610,018, of which $183,952 was sent to for¬ 
eign agencies. 

The total amount of the invested funds of 
the society is $526,890. These funds are trust 
funds, of which only the income can be ex¬ 
pended for the purposes of the society. The 
income from these permanent funds for the 
last year was $20,448. 

Eight hundred and six auxiliary societies 
have been removed from the list because they 
ceased to be living societies, or because, if 
living, they failed to report to the national 
society, or to share in its world-wide work 
for so many years that they are not in any 
true sense auxiliary. There remain upon the 
list 614 societies, three of which have been 
added this year. There is said to be need of 
new methods and the necessity for some form 
of reorganization in the domestic field. Plans 
are being matured to meet this need, which 
may be put in operation during the coming 
year. 


NEW NAME SUGGESTED FOR TRACT 
SOCIETY. 

At the anniversary services of the Ameri¬ 
can Tract Society, held at the Broadway 
Tabernacle, in New York City, the Rev. Dr. 
James L. Barton suggested a new name for 
the society, saying: “While the name of the 
American Tract Society was a proper one for 
our organization when it was founded, in 
1825, many changes have taken place since 
that time. We are not now confined to the 
publication of small religious tracts. The 
name of our society, in view of the advances 
we have made, does not carry with it suffi¬ 
cient weight and dignity. It does not give a 
true conception of our work. I would sug¬ 
gest that the name of the society be changed 
to the American Christian Literary Society.” 

The Rev. Dr. Shearer remarked that the 
work of the society was hampered by the lack 
of funds. All it received from all the 
churches of this city and from individual 
subscriptions in the last year was $24,000. 

General Howard spoke of the service the 
society was performing in the Christian mis¬ 
sion field. He, too, said there was need of 
financial assistance. 


UNITED BRETHREN MAY CONTINUE 
RETAIL STORE. 

Upon maturer consideration the United 
Brethern Publishing House may continue 
their retail bookstore after all. It seems that 
upon careful revision of the accounts it was 
found that the deficit sustained through the 
bookstore last year amounted only to a few 
hundred instead of to several thousand dollars. 
This places a different view on the question 
of abandoning the local store, which was 
recommended by the agent and partially ap¬ 
proved by the trustees, and it is possible that 
at the Topeka conference an attempt will be 
made to have the bookstore remain intact 
and to continue the mail order business for 
the benefit of the church. 
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NEW LITHOGRAPHING COMPANY. 

What to the New York Tribune appears 
to be a lithographers’ trust has filed articles 
of incorporation with County Clerk John 
Rotherham, of Jersey City, N. J. The organ¬ 
ization is entitled the Consolidated Litho¬ 
graph Company. It proposes to do general 
printing and lithographing work, and con¬ 
tains clauses in the articles permitting it to 
merge other concerns. The capital stock is 
fixed at $7,000,000, in shares of $100 each, of 
which $4,000,000 is 7 per cent, non-cumulative 
preferred. The articles provide that the cap¬ 
ital stock may be increased from time to time 
and limit the voting power to holders of com¬ 
mon stock unless the interest on preferred 
stock is not paid for two years, in w'hich 
event the preferred stockholders are entitled 
to vote. The preferred stock is redeemable 
within three years. The duration of the 
company is perpetual, and the incorporators 
are Ignatius V. McGlone, Harry N. Wessel 
and Charles T. Payne. 


PAPER TRUST INQUIRY BEGUN. 

Special Examiner Robert Taylor, ap¬ 
pointed by the United States Circuit Court, 
began taking testimony on the 13th inst., at 
Milwaukee, Wis., in the case instituted by the 
Government against the General Paper Com¬ 
pany on the ground that the company is a 
trust, acting in restraint of trade. The Gov¬ 
ernment also is represented by Special At¬ 
torney Generals James M. Beck, of New 
York, and Frank B. Kellogg, of St. Paul, as¬ 
sisted by Robert E. Olds. 

L. M. Alexander, secretary and treasurer 
of the General Paper Company, the first wit¬ 
ness, was asked for the minutes of the meet¬ 
ing on May 26, 1900, when the company was 
formed. There are twenty-five paper com¬ 
panies involved in the suit with the General 
Paper Company. He admitted that stock in 
the General Paper Company was paid for in 
checks issued by the various paper companies 
belonging to the concern.

Dr. Frederick Speirs, editor of The 
Booklovers' Magazine , died at the age of 
thirty-seven, on May 17, at his home in Lans- 
downe, a suburb of Philadelphia, after a short 
illness. Dr. Speirs was educational director 
of the Booklovers’ Library and organized the 
Booklovers’ Library in England. He was 
well known as a University Extension lec¬ 
turer. 

Howard Malcolm Ticknor, publisher, au¬ 
thor, lecturer and critic, died in San Fran¬ 
cisco, Cal., on May 14. Mr. Ticknor, son of 
William D. Ticknor, the senior member of 
the famous publishing firm of Ticknor & 
Fields, was born in Boston, July 4, 1836. He 
was graduated from Harvard in 1856, and 
then, for two years, studied music in Italy. 
After his father’s death, in 1864, he became a 
member of the firm of Ticknor & Fields, dur¬ 
ing which time he edited Our Young Folks — 
from its inception until 1869—and assisted in 
editing the Atlantic Monthly. He then went 
to Italy as vice-consul at various cities and 
as correspondent for American and English 
papers. On his return, in 1878, he was for 
some years instructor in English at Harvard 
and Brown, later becoming musical and dra¬ 
matic critic for The Boston Daily Advertiser. 
He went to The Boston Herald in 1901. A 
few months ago he removed to San Fran¬ 
cisco.

Chicago, III.—The second dividend of 20 
per cent, declared by the referee on the bank¬ 
rupt estate of Sims, Wilson & Sims is being 
disbursed by the Stationers’ Board of Trade, 
of New York, which represented the claims 
of a majority of the creditors. 

Denver, Colo. —Louthan & Jackson Book 
and Stationery Co. have been petitioned into 
bankruptcy. 

Longmont, Colo. —The Longmont Book & 
Stationery Company has been succeeded by 
Clark & Faulkner. 

Milford, Neb.— H. J. Metzke has opened a 
postoffice bookstore here. 

New York City. —The John Lane Com¬ 
pany, The Bodley Head, has been incorpo¬ 
rated this week, with John Lane as the presi¬ 
dent, Rutger B. Jewett, formerly with J. F. 
Taylor & Co., as vice-president and business 
manager. These two gentlemen and Robert 
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de Forest, Mr. Maupin and Acosta Nichols 
form the Board of Directors. Mr. Lane will 
return early next week to London, leaving 
Mr. Jewett in charge. The business will re¬ 
main at the present address, 67 Fifth Avenue. 
The purpose of the company is to develop 
and perfect the same ideas for which it has 
stood in the past, and efforts will be made to 
bring the American house more closely in 
touch with the market in this country. Spe¬ 
cial attention will be given to the American 
section of the International Studio , which is 
at present the only art magazine of its class, 
and which they plan to make the special me¬ 
dium for the general arts and crafts move¬ 
ment throughout the country. 

New York City. —A petition in bank¬ 
ruptcy was filed on the nth inst. against the 
Scott-Thaw Co., No. 542 Fifth Avenue, by 
the following creditors: William G. Peet, 
$606; Auguste Giraldi, $26, and Alex. Blair 
Thaw, of Santa Barbara, Cal., $12,850, for 
money lent to the company, since January I, 
1904, and on notes. It is alleged that on May 
3 the company admitted in writing its inabil¬ 
ity to pay its debts. The company was incor¬ 
porated three years ago with a capital stock of 
$50,000. Alex. Blair Thaw was president and 
Temple Scott secretary and treasurer. Judge 
Holt, of the United States District Court, 
appointed Frederick C. McLaughlin receiver 
of the assets and fixed his bond at $2500. It 
is stated that the liabilities exceed $15,000 
and the assets are probably $5000, in a stock 
of books and publications. 

New York City. —The Truth Seeker Co. 
has removed to 62 Vesey Street. 

Philadelphia, Pa.— In our issue for last 
week an item was inadvertently and incor¬ 
rectly repeated concerning a change in the 
firm of Campion & Co. As already noted. 
W. H. Campion has retired and his former 
associates continue the business under the old 
firm name. 

Pittsfield, Mass. —E. E. Cleveland, book¬ 
seller on North Street, has arranged a settle¬ 
ment with nearly all of his creditors on a 
basis of 10 per cent. Mr. Cleveland’s liabil¬ 
ities are about $15,000. Several weeks ago he 
offered 25 per cent, on all claims. Before 
any of his creditors took action in the matter 
both of his stores were flooded by water pour¬ 
ing through the second floor of the old Bur¬ 
bank block, the roof having been removed 
while the building was being reconstructed. 
The damaged goods and interior of the stores 
were photographed by Mr. Cleveland, who 
sent copies of the pictures to his creditors 
with circular letters fully demonstrating that 
it would be impossible for him to pay more 
than 10 per cent. 

St. Albans, Vt.—R. A. Brush, bookseller, 
will shortly remove to new and larger quar¬ 
ters. 

Sioux Falls, S. D.—The Cataract Book¬ 
store has been sold to Solie & Dokken.

LITERARY AND TRADE NOTES. 

William Ritchie, New York, announces 
a second edition of Jessie Emerson Moffat’s 
romance of adventure, “A Friend at Court.” 

Charles Sessler, of 1531 Chestnut Street, 
Philadelphia, will make his annual trip to 
Europe, sailing on June 21, in search of rare 
and scarce books. 

Tpie Massachusetts Cremation Society, 
(Treasurer, Richard W. Hale,) controls the 
book “A Quarter Century of Cremation,” for¬ 
merly published by Knight & Millet. 

Archibald Constable & Co., London, will 
publish shortly an illustrated book entitled 
“Scarabs: an Introduction to the Study of 
Egyptian Seals and Signet Rings,” by Percy 
Newberry. 

Bonnell, Silver & Bowers, New York 
City, have just ready “Two Days of War: a 
Gettysburg Narrative,” by General Henry E. 
Tremain, whose “Last Hours of Sheridan’s 
Cavalry,” published last year, gave such an 
excellent description of the surrender of Gen¬ 
eral Lee. 

E. P. Dutton & Co. will issue shortly “A 
Pietist of the Napoleonic Wars,” which is a 
biography of the Countess Reden. The book 
shows the American Revolution from the 
English point of view. The later years of the 
Countess’s life saw the great events of the 
Napoleonic era. 

“Jorn Uhl” is being prepared for the blind 
at the Blinden-Erziehungs-Institut in Vienna. 
The work will take up fifteen thick quarto 
volumes. This institution for the blind, by 
the way, has a library of 5000 books printed 
in raised type, all of which are loaned gra¬ 
tuitously to the institutions and individual 
blind persons in Austria. 
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Among the literary anniversaries to be cel¬ 
ebrated this year is that of Alexis Charles 
Henri Clerel, Comte de Tocqueville, who was 
born on July 29, 1805. The author of “De¬ 
mocracy in America,” “Republic of the 
United States” and “American Institutions,” 
etc., should receive some recognition from 
America on this occasion. 

W. H. Parker, for many years with E. P. 
Dutton & Co. and more recently with Charles 
Scribner’s Sons, has given up the book busi¬ 
ness for a time to devote himself to agricul¬ 
ture at Winthrop, Maine. With the retire¬ 
ment of Mr. Parker the Booksellers’ League 
loses one of its most efficient officers and the 
trade in general an excellent bookseller. 

Paul Elder & Co., San Francisco, will pub¬ 
lish in the fall in time for holiday presents 
“The Matrimonial Primer,” by V. B. Ames, 
a collection of aphorisms concerning man’s 
and woman’s peculiarities and the complica¬ 
tions they lead to when couples have sought 
the matrimonial bureau and from there have 
been passed into the holy estate of matrimony. 

Scheffeu’s charming story of German 
knighthood in the Middle Ages, entitled 
“Ekkehard,” published fifty years ago, has 
been published in the original in seven dif¬ 
ferent editions and 214 issues, representing 
approximately three million copies. This does 
not include the number of copies sold in the 
French, Dutch, Danish and English transla¬ 
tions. 

Funk & Wagnalls have just brought out 
“Modern Masters of Pulpit Discourse,” by 
Professor William Cleaver Wilkinson, of the 
University of Chicago. The volume is non¬ 
technical and presents sympathetic apprecia¬ 
tions and criticisms of many of the greatest 
preachers of England and America. A group 
of very musical sonnets has been added by 
the author. 

J. B. Lippincott Company have in prepara¬ 
tion an entirely new edition of “Lippincott’s 
Pronouncing Gazetteer of the World,” edited 
by Professor Angelo Heilprin, who has had 
bestowed upon him by a decree recently is¬ 
sued by the French Minister of Public In¬ 
struction and Fine Arts the rank of an “Offi- 
cier d’Academie,” together with the decora¬ 
tions accompanying that title. 

Keppler & Schwarzmann. New York, will 
shortly publish a humorous novel entitled 
“Monsieur d’en Brochette,” by Bert Leston 
Taylor, Arthur H. Folwell and John Ken¬ 
drick Bangs, with illustrations by Frank A. 
Nankivell. The narrative tells of the wooing 
of a French nobleman of the Countess Isa¬ 
belle, who was at one time affianced to the 
Due de Pommes de Terre Au Gratin. 

The Century Company has just brought 
out a novel of California life, entitled “Mrs. 
Essington,” which according to the authors, 
Esther and Lucia Chamberlain, “is not an 
observation of sectional types and local color, 
but the California atmosphere and landscape 
are used with the story because that country 
and atmosphere are vital and young, and in 
these triumphant qualities they reflect the 
motif of the story.” 

J. C. Hinrichs, Leipzig, has published the 
first part of the Hebrew Bible, (“Biblia He- 


braica,”) edited, with the assistance of a 
number of scholars, by Professor Rudolf Kit- 
tel. The merit of this work is that in addi¬ 
tion to the Masoretic text it contains notes 
of the most important variations in the He¬ 
brew manuscripts or of the early translators, 
as well as suggestions for the improvement of 
the traditional text. 

In view of the pending investigation of the 
management of the Equitable Life Insurance 
Company, the history of the United States 
Shipbuilding Company has been brought into 
a good deal of prominence. An authoritative 
description of this organization, (based on 
the report of the receiver,) is given in 
“Trusts, Pools, and Corporations,” a new 
book by William Z. Ripley, Professor of Eco¬ 
nomics at Harvard University. 

The Grafton Press has made arrange¬ 
ments with Messrs. Jack to publish in this 
country “The Lives of the Kings,” written 
by eye witnesses at the time the Tudors and 
early Stuarts were upon the English throne, 
and now edited by Charles Whibley. The 
first two volumes just ready are taken up 
by the “Chronicle of Henry vm.,” by Ed¬ 
ward Hall, first published in 1542, and com¬ 
pleted by Richard Grafton in 1550. 

Dodd, Mead & Co. have just brought out 
Anthony Trollope’s “Orley Farm,” the first 
of the Manor House series, issued uniform 
in style with the Parliamentary Novels of 
Trollope’s novels. They announce that 
“Pam,” by the Baroness von Hutten, is now 
in its fifth large edition, and that “The Van 
Suyden Sapphires,” by Charles Carey, is also 
selling well. They have made arrangements 
for another McCutcheon novel to be pub¬ 
lished in the fall. 

Doubleday, Page & Company announce an 
arrangement with the Macmillan Company by 
which they will offer on an “easy payment” 
basis a new and revised edition of the “Cy¬ 
clopedia of American Horticulture,” in six 
large volumes. This work was edited by L. 
H. Bailey, Professor of Horticulture at Cor¬ 
nell University, assisted by Wilhelm Miller, 
who has been connected with Country Life in 
America since its start. There are over two 
thousand original engravings in the edition. 

Burrows Brothers Co., of Cleveland, O., 
will publish in a few iveeks a history of 
Quebec, by Dr. James Douglas, a native of 
that city, an eminent metallurgist of New 
York. The work has occupied its author 
during the past ten years. Quebec, as the 
capital of France in America, witnessed the 
decisive conflict between tivo strongly con¬ 
trasted types of thought and modes of gov¬ 
ernment. Why the colonial policy of France 
came to disaster is the main story Dr. Doug¬ 
las has undertaken to tell. His book will be 
handsomely illustrated. 

Fleming H. Revell Company have brought 
out this week a volume entitled “Loyalty the 
Soul of Religion,” containing the sermons 
preached at Yale by Dr. James G. K. Mc¬ 
Clure, one each year for the past ten years; 
another volume by the veteran and popular 
ivriter, Dr. Alexander Whyte, entitled “The 
Walk, Conversation and Character of Jesus 
Christ Our Lord;” also, a novel entitled 
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‘’Duncan Polite,” by Marian Keith, a new 
Canadian author, who has laid the scene of 
her first novel in the upper region of On¬ 
tario, among the mixed population of English, 
Irish and highland and lowland Scotch. 

John Lane will publish shortly a book en¬ 
titled “The Creed of Christ,” which is an at¬ 
tempt to interpret the personal belief of 
Christ himself so far as it can be deduced 
from the record of his acts and sayings. In 
general plan the author, who writes anony¬ 
mously, proceeds first by examining the re¬ 
ported sayings of Christ with a view to dis¬ 
covering his personal beliefs; and then inves¬ 
tigates the attitude of Christ to Pharisaism, to 
God as the law-giver and the Father, and to 
the Kingdom of God in the sense that he 
preached it. Mr. Lane also announces a 
record of thirteen years of Indian jungle 
life, by Captain A. I. R. Glasfurd of the army 
in India, entitled “Rifle and Romance of the 
Indian Jungle.” The book is profusely illus¬ 
trated with sketches made by the author. 

G. P. Putnam's Sons have just ready a 
handsome volume on the St. Lawrence River, 
by George Waldo Browne, who has explored 
the famous waterway in his search for inter¬ 
esting material and who shows how closely 
the river is associated with early Canadian 
history. This work is very fully illustrated 
and forms ope of their series of Rivers of 
North America. They announce, a work on 
“Jesus and the Prophets,” by Dr. Charles S. 
Macfarland, with an introduction by Pro¬ 
fessor Frank K. Sanders, of the Yale Divinity 
School: “Bushido, the Soul of Japan,” by Dr. 
Inazo Nitobe, who tells of that traditional 
chivalry which is the inspiration of the Sa¬ 
murai, the fighting aristocracy of Japan; 
Bielschowsky’s “Life of Goethe,” translated 
by Professor W. A. Cooper, of Leland Stan¬ 
ford University; “Money Inflation in the 
United States,” a study in social pathology, 
by Dr. Murray Shipley Wildman, of Central 
College, Missouri, who argues that the effort 
to improve the industrial situation by manip¬ 
ulation of the standard of value involves fun¬ 
damental errors, and that a serious psycho¬ 
logical and economic delusion underlies the 
recurring cry for “More Money;” also, a vol¬ 
ume on “Ivories,” by Alfred Maskell, in their 
Connoisseurs’ Library.
